Does Prohibit 
“ You haven't seen that .piece print­ 
ed in any of their literature have you? 
II guess not. 
That sounds like prohi- 
t bition does prohibit. 
“ On charge number one we have to 
vote in the affirmative. 
It does pro­ 
hibit. 
“ Now we want to try prohibition 
on charge number two: 
“ 2. 
Does prohibition affect the gen­ 
eral morals of a community or state? 
“ The only way to test it is to go to 
these states where it has been tried. 
I will not talk about Kansas or Maine. 
They prove a great deal in this matter, 
but I have never been in either of 
those states and I am confiding myself 
to what I know first hand and have 
seen in my own experience.

well-known fact that a large per cent 
of tile crime in any community is born 
in tile saloon. 
The Chief Justice of

time I was pastor of St. Paul’s M. E. 
Church South in Hie city of Parkers­ 
burg. 
In July, 1914, Hie law voted on 
in 1912 went into effect and Parkers­ 
burg for the first time in its history 
was without a saloon. 
This city has 
a population of 35,000 and had about 
IOO saloons. 
For years there had been 
two courts iii session practically all 
the time. 
The criminal court and a 
court for the trial of civil cases. 
“ The criminal court went into .ses­ 
sion on the first Monday in September, 
and was in session practically every 
day until May, when they went into 
recess for tho summer. 
The 
civil 
court was almost as busy. 
“ During the six months first follow­ 
ing the closing of the saloons, business 
fell off in the criminal court to such 
an extent that they were not kept 
busy one-third of the time. 
Business 
also fell off in the civil court. 
People 
don’t sue one another, and there an­ 
not so many accidents in dry terri­ 
tory as iii wet and this court did not 
have much to do. 
So marked was the 
difference that the legislature of the 
state in January, 1915, abolished the 
criminal court, and threw that busi­ 
ness into the other court, saying that 
it was useless to maintain two courts 
to do what one could easily do. 
Pro­ 
hibition killed the criminal judge’s 
business and they legislated him and 
all his assistants out of business. This 
looks like prohibition does affect the 
moral welfare of a community. 
Among the Police 
“ Not only did I t no tflings to the 
criminal court of the county, but pro­ 
hibition jumped on the police force. 
Prior to 1914 they had, I think it was 
fifty men on tile police force. 
Things 
got so dull in the police department 
that that they let off twenty of the 
policemen, or about one-third of the 
force, and the mayor, who xvas a 
whiskey man. and no friend of prohi­ 
bition. and no friend of mine, told me 
last October in his office, that they 
were able to keep better order with 
the reduced force under prohibition, 
than they could do formerly with Hie 
I larger 
force 
and 
the open 
saloon.

“ I believe I have made my case out 
and we are ready to vote that prohi­ 
bition does improve the general mor­ 
al welfare of any community. 
“ Now I want to consider briefly 
the third item in the trial of prohi­ 
bition: 
“ 3. 
Does it pay? 
I have reserved this for the last be­ 
cause there are so many people to 
whom a dollar looks bigger than the 
soul of a man that we might prove all 
our other contentions and the appeal 
to their pocketbooks would outweigh 
so completely that 
if 
we failed to 
prove this, they would vote for whis­ 
key. 
Make California prosperous, is 
the battle cry of the 
whiskey 
advo­ 
cates. 
Very well, we welcome a dis­ 
cussion on this 
point. 
Time 
was 
when I did not welcome 
this 
argu­ 
ment. for I did not know, and so few 
were the places where prohibition had 
been tried that the data was not forth­ 
coming. 
To he sure, Maine and Kan­ 
sas had tried it for many years, but 
nobody paid much attention to either, 
one of them. 
Maine was so far off up J 
in that cold country that we never | 
heard of It. and Kansas was the home 
Of Populists, gruss-hoppers and sock- 
less Je rry Simpson. 
W e were looking 
for a real place to try prohibition and 
give us some farts. 
But today it is 
a gratuitous insult to the Intelligence 
of any audience for a fellow to get up 
and say that prohibition kills business, 
or that the saloon is a financial asset 
to a community,

prohibition in Parkersburg, and my in­ 
vestigations led me to this office. The 
secretary tofd me that every month 
since the organization of the associa­ 
tion to Ju ly 1st he had mailed out 
from 375 to 500 had accounts. 
At tile 
end of the month of July. 1914, there 
were not enough had accounts report­ 
ed to him to make a report. 
The few 
that did come in, he pigeon-holed un­ 
til the end of August. 
At the end of 
the month of August a few came in, 
hut not enough yet for a report. 
He 
pigeon-holed these. 
At 
the 
end of 
September a few more came in, but 
still not enough to make a report. Tile 
same was true of October, and now ho 
was going to mail out the accumula­ 
tion of four months, and there were 
fewer than IOO accounts that had been

lated every month under the whiskey 
regime. 
The answer is plain. 
The 
working men cashed their checks in 
the grocery stores instead of the sa­ 
loons, paid their bills, kept up their 
credit, and put tile money that before 
Mine had been wasted on the saloons 
into circulation in lieannels of legiti­ 
mate trade.

Iii a speech in Jersey City, the Sect 
rotary likened the Mexican revolution­ 
ists to the Continentals who fought 
with W ashington. 
Ile admitted the 
Mexicans were a rascally lot, but staid 
their actions were those of all rebels.

NEW YORK, Nov. 16—When the 
Army and Navy football teams go in­ 
to action for their annual meeting at 
the Polo Qronuds on November 
25, 
there will be a goal besides victory for 
which the Navy probably will play as 
hard as for victory. 
Victory can come by drop-kicks, 
place-kicks, or safeties, but a touch­ 
down is a touchdown, and the Navy 
hasn't put over one of that kind of 
scores on the army since 1907, when 
Capt. Ben Douglas had the pleasure of 
falling over the Army goal line. 
Strong Scoring Team 
The middies have a stronger scor- 
ing team this year than has represent­ 
ed the Annopolis school for some time, 
so it is reasonable to believe they will 
be able to put if dent in the Cadets’ 
goaL They were equal to the task of 
slapping a close score 
against 
the 
powerful Pittsburg eleven, and with 
this to go on it is hard to see how 
the Army will be able to hold them 
entirely free from a touchdown. 
Many a football star has had a 
chance to plant a football between the 
Army goal posts for the Navy since 
Douglas laid over that touchdown, but 
four classes have ambled their way 
through the school and out into their 
duties aboard Uncle Sam’s battleships 
without seeing the Navy teams ac­ 
complish that touchdown. 
Field Goals Figure 
Defeat hasn’t been their lot in those 
intervening years every year. 
Field 
goals have brought the future admi­ 
rals victory three times in the seven 
games played since then. 
In 1908 
Lange kicked a goal from placement, 
but the Navy lost, 6 to 4, field goals 
counting four points at that stage of 
football. 
The 1909 game was called 
off because of a death at West Point. 
In 1910 Dalton booted one over the 
Army goal posts and the Navy won, 
3 to 0. 
In 1911 Dalton repeated his 
stunt and the Navy won by the same 
score. 
Brown made two field goals 
in the 1912 game and the middies won 
their third consecutive victory, 6 to 0.

The case came up on an appeal by 
Kane, of New York, from conviction 
of motoring in New Jersey without 
paying the registration license.

New Jersey courts upheld the state

were not unconstitutional, nor, as to 
non-residents, 
a 
state 
interference 
with interstate commerce.

There were shipped to foreign coun­ 
tries, not including American possess­ 
ions, 21,265 commercial vehicles, val­ 
ued at $56,805,548, and 56,234 passen­ 
ger cars, valued at $40,660,263. Eng­ 
land, France and Russia took nearly 
all of the trucks—19,028—and nearly 
one-quarter of the passenger cars—13,- 
848—or, in all, two-thirds of the total 
value of the exports.
